BY AID OF WEW YORK 


Committee Was Entirely Harmoni- 
ous—Nothing Said in Regard to 
Candidates—Bryan Greeted 
by Members of the 
Committee.

Washington, January 12.—(Special.)}— 


Place St, Louis; Date July 6. 


The result of today’s conference of the 
democratic national committee May be 
Summed up in that line. St. Louis gets 
the National convention and the date 
upon which it will assemble to make the 
party’s nomination is that given. 

The. conditions of 1896 are, therefore 
reversed. In that memorable year the re- 
pubiicans met at St. Louis and the dem- 
Ocrats at Chicago. Perhaps the result of 
the great contest may be in similar con- 
trast with that of eight years ago. 

St. Louis won: primarily because the 
offer of that city was considered the bef- 
ter. New York was never in the running. 
Indeed, while the New Yorkers who came 
over here did a good deal of talking 
about the lobbies and made arguments 
to the committee, the metropolis never 
made any formal proposition toward de- 
fraying the expenses of the convention. 
The one hundred thousand dollar check 
talked of proved to be nothing more than 
hot air. The New Yorkers talked all 
right, but the impression they made was 
that they were not in earnest. 

The Chicago proposition included a con- 
tribution of forty thousand dollars to- 
ward defraying the convention expenses, 

wut et this would have to come pay- 
ment for the convention hall, The 8&t. 
Louls people offered at least forty-five 
thousand dollars and the free use of the 
great coliseum. 

In the balloting over the question of 
place, territoria] considerations figured 
largely. The memtvers living nearest Ch{- 
cago supported that city, while those peo- 
ple more conveniently located with 
reference to St. Louls cast their votes 
for the exposition city, Then, too, the 
fact that the exposition would be in full 
blast was in St. Louis’ favor. 

New York Votes for St. Louis. 

The balance of power was, however, 
hela by the half dozen members who 
on the first ballot voted for New York. 
They all went to St. Louis on the second 
ballot. To some extent this was du? 
to a belief that certain elements whicn 
they thought ought to favor New York 
had endeavored to shape things in favor 
of Chicago, and. they threw their sup- 
port to St. Loufs fin order to thwart these 
plans. 

The meeting of the committee was 
entirely harmonious. Much of the morn- 
ing session, practically all of it, was de- 
voted to the contest for committee place 
from the district of Colombia. For eight 
years there has been war between two 
factions here. Chairman Jones had en- 
deavored to settle this temporarily by 
naming his former secretary, Edwin Sef- 
ton, as District of Columbla member, but 
a large element of the committee wanted 
James L. Norris. In order that there 
might be no embarrassment, Mr. Sefton 
declined the appointment and then after 
a good deal of discussion the whole mat- 
ter was finally referred to a special com- 
mittee, which has the effect of carrying 
it over to the next meeting of the com- 
mittee, which will be just before the as- 
sembling of the national convention. 

There is no significance to the commit- 
tee’s action so far as possible nominees 
are concerned. There 
possibilities in this line and the lines 
were at no time drawn in a way that could 
possibly be construed as having bearing 
for or against any presidential possibility. 
Just as the committee adjourneq Mr. 
Bryan, who arrived in-the city today, 
reached the hall room of the Shoreham, 
where tha meeting was held. There was 
no demonstratfon, but the members of 
the committee all gathered around him 
and talked about anything but politics, 
his recent foreign trip for the most part. 
Mr. Bryan told me he expects to visit the 
south in the near future, having promised 
to deliver lectures in Raleigh, Birming- 
ham and some othér points. He will be 
in Atlanta, but has made no arrange- 
ments for a lecture there. 


Committee Called to Order. 

The convention was called to order at

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Basing Panama Resolution on 
Constitution Special Cables 
Georgian Stirs Republicans. 


BACON WANTS COLOMBIA 
GIVEN FAIR TREATMENT 


Georgian Says He’s Acting Not as 
Partisan but as Patriot—Sharp 
Clash Occurs Between Sen- 


ators Bacon and 
Foraker.

Washington, January 1!2.—(Special.)}— 
Clifford Smyth’s special cables t The 
Constitution depicting the warlike senti- 
ments of the peaple of Colombia toward 
the United States formed the basis for 
a heated discussion in the senate today, 
the principal feature of which was a 
lively passage at arms between Senator 
Bacon and Senator Foraker. 

The discussion was based upon resolu- 
tions introduced by Senator Bacon which 
had as their purpose the preparation of a 
‘way to secure an amicable settlement of 
the differences between Colombia and the 
United States @ that war might be 
avoided. When he introduced them Sena- 
tor Bacon said it was his purpose to 
move that they be referred to the com- 
mittee on foreign relations where they 
might have full consideration, but Sena- 
tor Lodge moved to table this motion, 
contending that agitation of the ques- 
tions involved in any of their phases 
would be injurious at this time. Subse- 
quently he withdrew his motion ftp table, 
as it would have the effect of cutting off 
all debate. 

Bacon Read Smyth’s Cable. 

Senator Bacon fn supporting his motion 
read at length from Mr. Smyth’s cables 
to show the etate of feeling in Colombia 
and argued that Tt was certainly desir- 
able to take any steps that might be 
necessary to prevent war, providing, of 
course, this could honorably be done. 

Senator Foraker jumped into the de- 
bate, contending that the Bacon resolu- 
tions were based on the theory that some- 
thing wrong had been done by the United 
Btates in its relations with Colombia, 
which he denied. He claimed that the 
president's message completely satisfied 
the country on this point. Then he en- 
deavored to inject politics into the de- 
bate by charging, or rather insinuating, 
that the Bacon resolutions were party 
resolutions coming from the democrats, 
It was upon this point that the colloquy 
vVetween Senator Foraker and Senator 
Bacon occurred and it was an extremely 
lively one. 


The Bacon Resolution. 

Following is the full text of the resolt- 
tion introduced by Mr. Bacon: 

“Resolved, by the senate, That the 
president be respectfuly informed that the 
senate favor and advise the negotia- 
tion, with a view to its ratificatio#f of a 
treaty with the republic of C#lombN, to 
the end that there may be peacefully and 
satisfactorily determined and adjusted all 
differences between the United States and 
the republic of Colombia growing out of 
the recent revolution jin Panama and the 
consequent secession of Panama ftom 
Colombia and the alleged aid and assist- 
ance by the land and naval powers of the 
United States in the successful a@ccom- 
plishment of said revolution and seces- 
sion, through the alleged forcible preven- 
tion by said land or naval forces of the 
assertion and maintenance by Colombia 
of her sovereignty and authority in Pana- 
ma and that full and complete compensa- 
tion may be made by the United States 
to the republic of Colombia for the loss 
of her sovereignty and property rights in 
Panama, so far as the same may be 
shown to be due to any act of the United 
States through the lend or naval] forces 
of the same. 

‘Resolved further, That the president 
be respectfully informed that, if it should 
prove to be impracticable for the United 
States and the republic of Colombia to 
agree through a convention upon the 
question of the said alleged responsibilty 
on the part of the United States, or upon 
the question of the amount of compensa- 
tion to be made when such responsibility 
shall be established, the senate in that 
case favor and advise the negotiation 
with a view to its ratification, of.a treaty 
with the republic of Colombia, submit- 
ting to the permanent cos*i of arbitra- 
tion at The Hague or to some other 
tribunal to be agreed upon for impartial 
arbitrament and peaceful determination 
all questions between the Untted States 
and the republic of Colombia, growing 
out of the matters herein recited.” 


Bacon Not Speaking as Partisan. 

Addressing the serate, Mr. Bacon sald 
he regarded the situation as critical and 
had read a dispatch from former Consul 
Smyth. stating that the Colombians are 
greatly aroused and fee] that the honor 
of their country demands that they 
should go to war. Mr. Bacon expressed 
the opinion that this country could reach 
a peaceful solution by showing some 
consideration for the people of Colombia. 
He did not, he said, desire to Invade the 
province of the president of the United 
States, but he considered the senate 4s 
an advisory body He said he wanted it 
understood that he did not speak as 4 
partisan. He moved the reference of the 
resolution to the committee on foreign 
relations and Mr. Lodge moved to lay the 
motion on the table. In doing so the Mas- 
sachusetts senator took the position that 
agitation of the question would be moet 
injurious at the present time because he 
said that the president is now, through 
secretary of state, negotiating with Gen- 
eral Reyes concerning ali the points at 
issue. He contended that we could not 
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know the status of that negotiation or 
how delicate the situation may be “and,” 
he added, “I am convinced that for the 
Senate to come in now with a resolution 
distinctly in the Interest of Colombia 
would be most harmful. 

“Indeed,”” he continued, “I consider it 
most injurious to at this time even raise 
the question because nothing is more cal- 
culated to bring on a conflict at arms.” 


Mr, Lodge’s motion to My on the table, 


brought a number of democratic senators 
to the floor, including Mr. Bacon, Mr. 
Teller and Mr. Daniel. Mr. Daniel de- 
lared the motion to be unreasonable, and 

r. Teller said it was unuSual and ex- 
treme; both saying that the motion to 
lay on the table. would cut off debates. 
. Mr. Lodge then said he would tempo- 
rarily withhold his motion in order to 
enable senators to speak. 

Mr. Teller expressed the opinion that 
the resolution would have gone to the 
committee. He did not think it courteous 
to attempt to dismiss the matter in 80 
summary a manner, and this was the 
first time he had even known of a simi- 
lar attémpt in connection with so im- 
portant a matter. 

#oraker Refers to myth 

Mr. Foraker referred to the telegram 
from Former Consul Smyth, and said 
he had taken pains to make an investi- 
gation and had found that Mr. Smyth 
lvad ‘been appointed consul to Oartagena 
during the Cleveland administration, and 
that he was even then a resident of 
Cartagena, 

Mr. Foraker proceeded to discuss the 
resOlution, saying that it proceeded on the 
theory that the government of the United 

tes hag been in the wrong in what 
has been done in connection with the es- 
tablishment of the republic of Panama. 
It also, he said, proceeded on the theory 
that we were without adequate informa- 
tlon as to what had been done on the 
isthmus whereas the president had fur- 
nished a complete history of all that had 
transpired. He had yet to hear of any 
one saying that the president’s statement 
had not been full and complete. 3 

Mr. Daniel asked Mr. Foraker if he 
did not consider that the president had 
committed an act of war in preventing 
the troops of Colombia a friendly power, 
from landing on the isthmus, to attack 
the troops of a rebellious state. 

Mr. Foraker replied that the president 
had done only that which had been done 
by former administrations to protect 
transit across the isthmus. He _ said 
marines had frequently been landed for 
that purpose @nd4 for the purpose of: pre- 
venting war. 

“War between whom?” asked “Mr. 
Daniel, to which Mr. Foraker responded: 

“War on the part of anybody who 
wants to fight.’’ 


Daniel on the Issue. 

Mr. Daniel said he considered the tssue 
at stake to be whether the United States 
had a right to interfere in a civil strife 
between the forces of Colombia and those 
of one of its own states. 

Mr. Foraker contended for the right 
of the United States to prevent any con- 
flict which would interfere with the free 
and uninterrupted transit across ‘the 
isthmus and he declared again that our 
marines have been frequently used for 
that purpose. He also asserted that in 
the recent emergency the United States 
had not attacked anybody. 

He contended that this was the duty of 
tlie United States under the treaty of 
1846, and that we could not do less. 

"Were the orders given to prevent war 
between the republic of Colombia and the 
insurgents?" Mr. Carmack asked. 

“Not at all,”’ responded Mr. Foraker. 
"The order was to keep the transit free. 
Colombia could have landed her troops 
elsewhere in Panama if she had been so 
disposed. 

Mr. Hale suggested that the president's 
orders contemplated as much restraint on 
the troops of Panama as upon the troops 
of Colombia. 

Mr. Bacon then expressed a willingness 
to allow the question to go over until 
tomorrow and Mr. Lodge said he was 
willing to allow that course, but that 
he would tomorrow rénew hits motton 
to lay on the table. He said he did not 
desire to suppress the debate. 

Mr. Culberson read from the president’s 
directions to prevent the landing of Co- 
lambian troops within 50 miles of the 
line of transit across the isthmus. 

Mr. Foraker said that was true and that 
50 miles is but a day’s time from transit 
and a day’s time from a conflict and 
bloodshed. — 

Mr. Daniel asked if Colombia was not 
obligated to protect the transit. 

“But Colombia was not protecting the 
transit,” said Mr. Foraker. “She was 
coming to the isthmus to make war.” 

Mr. Foraker declared that it was reso- 
jutions such as had been offered here 
that created a sentiment for bloodshed. 

Mr. Foraker challenged the democrats 
to point out in what particular the ad. 
ministration has createq a wrong under 
the treaty of 1846. 


Bacon and Foraker Clash. 

“That we can do,” said Mr. Morgan, 
‘"f you Wi give us a little time. But 
I want to ask the senator if he does 
not believe some democratic members of 
the senate will vote for the Hay-Bunau 
Varilla treaty "’ 

“I hope some senators on the demo- 
cratic side will so vote. I certainly

think most of them will rise above this 
attempt to make a partisan conflict of 
this matter,”’ replied Mr. Foraker. 

“Then why,” interposed Mr. Morgan, 
“does the senator insist upon making a 
party matter of this in his discussion?’’ 

Turting to Mr. Macon, Mr. Foraker 
said: 

“And now I want to ask what has been 
the origin of this resolution? Has it 
‘been considered by the democratic caucus, 
and has it the approval of the caucus?” 

“I think,” answered Mr. Bacon, “that 
the senator has no right to propound—” 

Mr. Foraker interrupted and Mr. Bacon 
asked curtly if he was not to be given 
an opportunity to finish his remarks. Mr. 
Foraker said he thought he had the right 
to ask the question. A 

“But he has not the right to ask it in 
the domineering and dictatorial tone he 
used,”’ answered Mr. Bacon. 

Mr. Foraker said he was not aware that 
he had used a domineering and dictatorial 
tone. : 

Mr. Bacon continued with the state- 
ment that while the question was not a 
proper one, he had no _ objection to 
answering it. He then said the resolu- 
tion originated with himself, and that 
no one had placed eyes upon it prior to 
its introduction except himself and his 
stenographer. 

Mr. Daniel signified his willingness to 
accept Mr. Foraker’s challenge to point 
out wherein the administration had over- 
stepped its authority on the isthmus ur- 
der the treaty of 1846. He said the pol- 
icy of this government had been contrary 
to historical precedents of the United 
States; that this country has never in- 
terfered with any forces of a friendly 
power in defending itself against armed 
insurgents. 

Danie] Uses Strong Words. 

Mr. Daniel declared that at the begin- 
ning of last November we were in perfect 
peace with Colombia, and then we sent 
armed troops into that government's ter- 
ritory to prevent its exercising the high- 
est privileges of sovereignty. The ques- 
tion was a most important one to him, 
and he could not under any circumstances 
bring himself to the support of an ad- 
ministration in such a transaction. 

“If,”’ he exclaimed, “Bryan and Cleve- 
land and all their predecessors, includ- 
ing George Washington and Andrew 
Jackson, were to propose such a thine, 
I would not sustain it, and it ought not 
to be sustained by any one in any body.” 

Mr. Spooner considered ashe "9 ator 
one which fs pregnant of possfbilities of 


good. The resolution in. effect charges 
that we have committed an act of war 
against Colombia, he said fh" 
herself does not say so, and that republic 
maintains its diplomatic relations with 
this country. Yet, the independence of 
Panama had been fully recognized, not 
onlv by the United States, but by other 
countries as well. The resolution could 
not overturn the new government, but it 
would .encourage a hope in Colombla 
that must ultimately be overturned. He 
expressed surprise that senators should 
predict war at a.time so critical. He con- 
sidered such utterances very dangerous, 
and if “there was not war between the 
United States and Colombia it would not 
be the fault of some gentlemen here at 
home.”’ 

“God knows,”* he said, “if there ever 
were a people entitled to protection from 
the Panamanians, if that is the right 
word.” 

“Panamiacs!” suggested Mr. Morgan. 
Teller Defends Bacon. 

Mr. Spooner took the cue and declare’ 
that they were not maniacs, but people 
ambitious to be entitleq to be free. 

Mr. Teller contended that the course 
proposed in the Bacon resolution was per- 
fectly proper. Tt was only a suggestion 
and all must admit the right of the sen- 
ate to make such a- suggestion. 

Mr. Carmack asked that time be given 
for debate before entering any further 
motion to lay on the table, to which Mr. 
Cullom, chairman of the committee on 
foreign relations, replied that while he 
was not authorized to make any promise, 
he thought there would be ample oppor- 
tunity to talk. He hoped, however, that 
a vote would be secured tomorrow. 

The last remark called out a statement 
from Mr. Carmack, that it might be “as 
well to discuss the question on this reso- 
lution as on any other,” and from Mr. 
Teller, that the minority senators knew 
how to find opportunity to debate a ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Cullom declared that it was get- 
ting to be so that no question could bs 
brought to a vote in the senate without 
unanimous consent. He,thought it about 
time that the senate was changing its 
practice. 

A long debate over cloture followed, 
during which Mr. Aldrich expressed the 
opinion that the peculiar conditions at 
present existing call for prompt action. 
He based his arguments on the ground 
that the resolution is calculated to cause 
a misunderstanding in Colombia. “We 
here know that the résolution will be de- 
feated,”’’ he said, ‘“‘but the people of Co- 
lombia do not know that to be true, and 
it may be the cause of raising a false 
hope In that country.”’ 

Mr. Bacon contended that the resolution 
could not be construed as expressing the 
opinion that wrong had been committed 
by the United States. 

It simply recognized a condition, he 
continued. He knew the revolution was 


an accomplished fact, and that what had

NO AMERICAN TROOPS | 


GOING TO THE ISTHMUS 


ATTACK FEARED. 
FROM COLOMBI 


American Naval Offlears on 
Isthmus Predict War. 


They Are Convinced, from the Tenor | 
of Reports, That Colombia Is 
Determined To Send an 
Army To Attack 
Panama. 


Colon, January, !2.—United States na- 
naval authorities here appear to be con- 
vinced, from the tenor of the reports 
which are continually brought in, that 
Colombia is determined to send an army 
to attack Panama. 

The Panama authorities yesterday re- 
ceived official confirmation of the fact 
tthat Collmbia troops at Titunat! number 
at least 4,000 men under the command of 
Generals Ortiz, Uribe-Uribe, Bustamente 
and Novos. These troops are well armed 
and supplied with amunition, and ahve 
four field guns, three steam launches 
and a large supply of cattle. Te district 
is an unproductuive one and the provis- 


ions and other suplies which the troops 
posses have been brought to them other 
places. The government learned these 
facts from a reliable source of informa- 
tion at Titumati, which contrives to send 
news of interest from that district to 
Colon by trustworthy messengers. 

News has also been received that In- 
dian Chief Inanaquina returned yesterday 
to Cartagena to interview the Colombian 
officers regarding a request made by 
them for three hundred Indian cayuocos 
(small boats) to be used by the army at 
Titumati in crossing rivers. 

Colonel Villamil, who is now stationed 
at Rio Mandinga, at the mouth of the 
San Blas bay, in command of a hundred 
Panamanian soldiers, in a report sent in 
yesterday, said he had no need of more 
troops. The colonel said he had already 
sent out scouts as far as Concpcion to 
the east. and Culebra to the west, who 
have confirmed the belief that the moun- 
tain trails are so difficult that it would 
be an easv matter for the colonel’s com- 
mand to stop any army attempting to 
pass over them. 

A scouting party of United States ma- 
rines has just left Colon on the steamer 
Herald for Nome de Dios, from which 
place they will send a small boat to 
Mandikja, with the object of undertaking 
a journey to the Darien district toward 
Tiburon. This expedition is likely to be 
for two or three weeks. 

It is expected that all the war ships 
will leave Colon tomorrow, for the pur- 
pose of making a demonstration along 
the San Blas coast. The vessels will 
land an attacking force the moment in- 


| formation reaches them that Colombian

Mr. Hale declared his williness to ar- 
cept a resolution looking to an agreemert 
with Colombia for compensation for the 
loss of territory with the understanding 
that the treaty should be ratified and 
Mr. Bacon said that while he did not 
think that the proposition went far 
enough, he could accept it. So far as the 
treaty was concerned he was satisfied 
that the adoption of the resolution would 
facilitate the ratification of the treaty. 

Mr. Spooner declared that the stage 
for the recognition of claims on the part 
of Colombia had passed, and that the 
only way. to accomplish the purpose 
sought was through the republic of Pana- 
ma. It would be entirely proper for the 
United States to offer its good offices as 
between Colombia and Panama. 

Taking up Mr. Spooner’s suggestion of 
offering good offices on the part of the: 
United States as between Panama and 
Colombia, Mr. Hale indorsed it.

COLOMBIA WILL FIGHT 


Even Should Colombi. Declare War, 
the United States Will Wot 
Hastily .iespond to Her 
Challenge—Negotia- 
tions Still On. 


Washington, January 12.—Shortly after 
the cabinet meeting today . Secretary 
Root issued the following statement re- 
garding the isthmian policy of the ad- 
ministration: > 

“The publication in various quarters of 
the United States that the government 
is preparing to send troops to the isth- 
mus to carry on military operations 
against Colombia has been the source of 
considerable annoyante to the executive 
and to the war departments. No state of 
war exists between the two countries; 
no inauguration of hostilities is contem- 
plated by this government, no prepara- 
tion for war is being. made. It is not be- 
lHeved by the president, nor by the sec- 
retary of state, that any occasion for the 
employment of troops on the isthmus Its 
likely to arise. They have used their ut- 
most efforts to convince General Reyes 
and the Bogota officials of the friendly 
intentions of this government toward Co- 
lumbia and of thelr. readiness to use their 
good offices in the settlement of any 
questions in.dispute between Colombia 
and Panama. 

“Tt is difficult for them to believe that 
the authorities in Bogota can be so blind- 
ed by the passion and ‘prejudice as to de- 
clare war against us, even if this 
ruinous step should be en by Colom- 
bia, this governrient would be in no 
haste to respond to her challenge. The 
president makes all possible allowance 
for the natural excitement in Bogota 
over a state of things for which the Co- 
lombian government is alone responsible, 
and of which it was fully forewarned. 
But the Colombians must ‘sooner or later 
recognize the irresistible: force of ac- 
complished facts and the sooner this is 
done the better fof all partles. We have 
done them wrong: wWe would like to 
be of service tq them;. if they are wise, 
they wil] not put it out of our power to 
help them by any act of rashness and 
violence.”’ tC eth 31

Hardwick Asks About Rifles. 

Washington, January !2—Représentative 
Hardwick of Georgia teday introduced a 
resolution asking the segretary of war to 
tell the. house of. representatives how 
many Mauser rifles were captured by the 
United States in Cuba during the’ Span- 
ish-American- war and how and under 
what circumstances these rifles have been 
disposed of.

General Reyes ih lew York. 

New York, Jan y 12.—General Reyes, 
the special Colombian envoy who has 
been in Washington for some time pre-; 
senting the cause of Colombla. arrived 
in New York today from Washington. 
General Reyes is expected to sail Sat- 
urday from this port for Colombia, but 
said today that he did not know positive- 
ly when he would depart. 

General Reyes spoke in complimentary 
terms of the reception extended to him 
by the administration while he was tn 
Washington. He said that except for 
the disappointment at not accomplishing 
the results he had wished for on his mis- 
sion he had enjoyed his five weeks’ stay 
in this country very much. He praised 
Secretary Hay. wham he considered a 
“fine but very determined man.” He said 
he had decided that it was not his place 
to make public the correspondence he 
had with Secretary Hay. 

It is understood that while -General 
Reyes is going home because he appar- 
ently regards his mission at Washington 
as having failed he would prefer to re- 
main here until the senate acted upon 
the canal treaty.

COLONEL M’CLELLAN IS DEAD. 


Famous Tennessee Soldier, Mexican 
War Veteran, Breathes Last. 
Bristol, Tenn., January 12.—Colone! 
George R. McClellan, 89 years old, the 
oldest field officer of the Mexican war in 
the service of which he received his com- 
mission as colonel in 1847, and one of 
the most distinguished citizens Tennes- 
see ever knew, died at his home here to- 

night. 

Tomorrow at noon the funeral] will be 
conducted from the Presbyterian church 
of Blountville, of which he was an elder 
for thirty years. 

With the death of Colonel McClellan, 
Tennessee loses its most distinguished 
citizen, a man who had served six years 
as representative in the legislature, six 
years a senator, twelve years as county 
judge of Sullivan county, elght years as 
d+ puty internal revenue collector and one 
term ag frailroad commissioner’ of the 
state, in addition to having represented 
the state of Tennessee in very important 
matters relating to its boundary lines and 
its prosperity.

It ig said at the state department that 
in its present condition the Chinese- 
American treaty is an accomplished fact 
and regarditss of what takes place as 
between Russia and Japan involving 
Manchuria its provisions cannot be dis- 
regarded by any nation, 

The following announcement hag deen 
posted at the state department: 

“The Russian ambassador called yes- 
terday upon the secretary of state and 
conveyed to him the assurance of his 
government that the Russian authorities 
would place no obstacles in the way of 
the full enjoyment by the powers hay 
ing treaties with China of all the rights 
and privileges guaranteed by such trea- 
ties in Manchuria.” 

To Acquire Rights Before War. 

Pekin, January i2.—The United States 
and Japan are strenuously endeavoring 
to establish rights in Manchuria under 
the new commercial treaties before war 
breaks out The ratifications of the

Pekin, January !2.—Authentic !nforma- 
tion has reached the legations here that 
two divisions of Russian troops are com- 
ing by the Siberian railroad. 

A Russfan force has occupied the 
terminus of the new branch of the Shan- 
Hai Kwan-Néw Chwang railroad,_re- 
cently completed by the Chinese. The 
terminus is 100 miles northwest of New 
Chwang and will be an important strate- 
gic Base in the event of war. The for- 
eigners at New Chwang, fearing the town 
may become the scene of hostilities in 
case of war, on account of the presence

STATESMEN OF JAPAN 
FRAME REPLY TO CZAR 

ToRTo, January 12.—The final confer- 
ence before the throne to decide upon 
the response to Russia began at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon. It was attended by all 
the members of the cabinet, five of thse 
elder statesmen, Admirals Ito and Ijuin 
and General Kodama. ; 

Previous to: the conference 
Yamagamoto, representing Premier Ka- 
buro, who is indisposed, had a private 
audience with the emperor. Foreign 
Minister Komura and Marquis Ito also 
conferred privately. 

The formal conference before the throne 
was of long duration and its result ifs 
unknown. It is said, however, that the 
response which was drafted yesterday 
‘was approved and that it will soon be 
delivered to Baron de Rosen, the Rus- 
sian minister. 

This answer of Japan is regarded as the 
final step in the negotlations. Public in- 
terest in the outcome is at fever heat, 
and developments are anxiously awalted. 


FRANCE IS BEGINNING 


TO TAKE RUSSIA’S SIDE 

Paris, Januery |!2.—The foreign office 
advices confirm the statements that the 
Russian foreign minister, Count Lams- 
dorff, is given assurance of Russia's in- 
tention to recognize and respect the trea- 
ties between China and foreign powers 
relative to Manchuria, 

The official view here ts that Russia 
has thereby given Japan and all the for- 
elgn powers a strong guarantee for the 
protection of commerce under their re- 
spective treaties. It is maintained that 
these treaty guarantees are all the Euro- 
pean powers could possibly desire in 
Manchuria, as the powers have not the 
slightest political aspirations there. There- 
fore there is a strong view among the 
officials that the sentiment in Europe and 
America should encourage in every pos- 
sible way a termination of the contro- 
versy on @ basis of Russia’s latest con- 
cessions. 

When Japan’s answer would be given 
is not yet disclosed, but if it is long de- 
ferred, or if it becomes evident that Ja- 
‘pan is likely to act in a manner to pre- 
cipitate a conflict then, according to the 
official view here, it is possible that some 
means will be found to bring to the at- 
tention of sapan that the sentiment of the 
powers is favorable to a termination of 
the conflict. 


Germany Is Optimistic. - 

Berlin, January !2.—The German for- 
eign office holds to the opinion that war 
in the Far East is still highly improbable, 
Beyond this the official statements do 
not go. Unofficial opinion, especially that 
of the newspapers, regards the state- 
ments telegraphed from the Far East 
of extreme tension as part of a great 
diplomatic game designed to make Russia 
believe that more concessiong must be 
made or Japan will attack.

Great 
men ere these, every “high private” of them, and from the length an: 
breadth of Dixieland they come with hearts bowed down and memories 
poignant with the pathos of years long past. They are the men, tlifese 
gnarled old graybeards, who followed their young captain from the Ap- 
palachian foothills to Atlanta and Montgomery to be mustercd in; who 
saw him win his spurs at Seven Pines; whose wild, dare-devil yell goaded 
him to dashing leadership at Malvern Hill; who saw their handsome gén- 
eral hold the line for Lee till sunset at Sharpsburg, braving the leaden 
hail through hours whose every second was & pang of pain, with fut suc- 
cessive minie-balls through Bis body: who heard his clarion commands and 
saw his flashing eye and sword in the death-revel at Chancellorsvill- and 
on the carnage-blasted heights of Gettysburg; who crept behind him 
thruugh the tangled thickets of the Wilderness, where the horrors of incin- 
eration added to the horrors of battle; who beheld him rise to the 
grandeur of “The Man of the Twelfth of May” at Spottsylvania; whose 
ragged regiments backed his dogged resistance to the merciless attrition 
of the host of Grant at Monocacy, Fisher’s Hill, Cedar Creek and Fort 
Steadman: whosé magnificent courage on the preastworks before Peters- 
burg thrilled their commander’s lion heart, and who, in the last dark days 
around Appomattox, faltered not at his desperate orders when he was the 
right hand of the grand chief of the vanquished confederate army. 

Ah. these be men of gigantic stature, measured by the deeds that 
make men colossal,- and Atlanta uncovers at the sight of them today, 
bowed weakly over the coffin of one of the knightliest soldiers in all the 
tide of time. What civilian or son of the later days can know how they 
loved their general, sleeping there under the flags and the flowers? And 
what general was ever more worthy of his soldiers’ love? Does Atlanta 
grasp the fullest significance of this moving spectacle—this eloquent 
tableau of brave veterans about to be mustered out, standing with the’ 
fate in their faces in the death-hallowed presence of General John B. 
Gordon? Surely there is material here for an epic of grief—an epic of 
glory and grief in which would be woven the nineteenth century Iliad o 
the south’s unequal beleaguerment, a recountal salt with tears, but glo. 
rious with self-sacrifice and the valor of the gods themselves. What has 
not the south suffered and dared in the bodies and hearts of these men 
of the sixties? What would the southland be today without the patriotic 
inspiration of the heroic history they made? Truly there is something 
Titanic in these men who followed Gordon, and let not the solemn grand- 
eur of their past and present lives be lost to us in any part as they marc’ 
behind the corse of their old commander through Atlanta’s gazing streets. 
Soon shal] they follow him to the eternal bivouac across the mystic river 
Rarely privileged are we today to feel the soul upliftment the presenc 
of such men must inspire. A decade or two hence, We will not be so 
privileged. 

This little for the gallant boys who fought with Gordon; but wiat 
shall we say of the women of the sixties—the sad-eyed, war-tried Rachel: 
of the lost cause who, in the suspenseful solitude of their homes, in th 
desolation of their ruined hearthstones, in war’s rude alarms, and even in 
the red shock of battle, played the part of the Spartan mother, wife ay 
sweetheart? These, too, we have with us from far and near today, intent 
upon paying to the noble dead such tribute of sorrow as only their woman's 
hearts can pay. Copartners were they in the stress and tragedy of thos: 
four terrible years; the deepest travail of their country’s desperate ordea) 
was theirs. They made eager sacrifices that canonized saints would have 
shrunk from, and through it all and since it all they were and have been 
found faithful as Ruth. 

What, indeed, can we say of heroism typical of southern womanhood— 
of the heroism so beautifully exemplified by the gentle southern womar 
widowed by the mortal shaft that struck the shining mark of souther 
manhood chivalry lying in the divine sleep here in Atlanta this fair mid 
winter day? Not one of the faithful who worked and waited at home she 
but a follower of the perilous fortunes of her lord, clinging close to ti 
firing line for knowledge of his welfare, dressing his gaping wounds wher 
surgical science shook its head, and willing, for her great love of him, tc 
steel her tender soul against the Niobe-cry within, or to become another 
Maid of Saragossa should the dire moment challenge her to the wild rol: 
God comfort this fair comrade in a double sense—the comrade of the vic- 
tories and defeats of literal battle, of the victories and defeats of th« 
pattie of life! 

Atlanta is a Mecca today—a city to which the southern millions wh: 
cannot come in person send on spirit wings their hearts. But thousands 
will make the pilgrimage to stand at the bier, and with ‘hem Wii be ti 
sons and daughters of the men and women who were actors in tie irdn 
drama in which the dead commandér played such a noble part. May they 
profit by the spiritual blessing of the sad occasion and cherish, with 
an ardor never felt before, the lofty patriotic ideals the departed hero 
stood for to the last day of his life! They have been proud of and trv 
to those ideals; let them, returning to their homes with the name of 
Gordon enshrined in their hearts, live to make the new south not one whit 
lower in the scale of honor and civic virtue and unyielding fortitude than 
was the dear old south of song and story, of epochal deeds and epochal 
patriotism! 

General John B. Gordon was the beau ideal of military leaders. His 
practical genius in this regard was of an exceptional order, but it is doubt 
ful if he had a peer: among all the corps commanders of the confederat 
earmy in the magnetic verve, the superb elan, the magnificent courage of his 
bearing in battle. Where Gordon’s hot-throated guns thundered acts of 
splendid daring were being done in the name of che ;od of battle, in pr 
small measure inspired by his matchless warrior personality. Where his 
patteries roared and screamed the high-tide of carnage ran reddest, ar 
there, often, the fate of battle hung. When Gordon charged the earth trem- 
bled with the impact of his wild battalions and the welkin cracked wit 
the shrill terror of their baftle cry. He was the idol of the whole army 
and his soldiers would have followed him into the fiery vortex of hell. 
They followed him through many a Balaklava. 

In civil life General Gordon stood among the strong men of his tim- 
He was possessed of statesmanlike quaiities of mind and heart, and his 
intellectual gifts were supplemented with the graces of oratory. His n: 
tive Georgia long loved to do him honor by calling him to her official 
service, and in her service he did her no mean honor In the eyes of the 
whole nation. The labors of his latter years on the lecture platform ‘ 
the highest office within the gift of his organized former comrades in 
arms, and in the difficult field of literature, were conspicuously successu! 
The last great act of his life, the writing of his “Reminiscences of the 
Civil War,” was nothing short of brilliant. 

We will give him tenderly to the bosom of his beloved Georgia, her: 
in the Atlanta that knew him so well in the days of his greatness. No 
honor that grateful patriotism and honest love can pay shall be denied his 
mortal boay, nor will memory be recreant to his fame,

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Langley at St. Louis. 

The aeronautic cot.test at the Louis- 
fana Purchase exposition is to be en- 
livened by the participation of Profes 
sor Langley, who needs no introduc- 
tion to the American reading public. 
Twice has Br’er Langley’s ambitious 
machine flopped suddenly into the 
Potomac, leaving its hapless crew to 
he fished out of the water,. while the 
professor stood on the banks lament- 
ing. 

A tendency to censure sharply both 
Langley and the government has been 
manifest on tue part of the press in 
certain localities. The pith of the 
complaint is to the effect that the 
government should not appropriate 
funds for any such vague and chimer- 
ical experimenting as that involved in 
the field of aerial navigation. A few 
of the objectors hold that such a 
course is rank partiality bordering 
perilously on paternalism, and that 
the money of the most dear people is 
more urgently needed in other direc- 
tions. In other words, that investiga- 
tion tending to show humanity a route 
to ascendency over the atmosphere 
should be left to private endeavors to 
be paid for from individual purses. 

However, there are a large number 
of influential peopl» who do not sub- 
scribe to this medieval view. They 
point out that nearly every one of the 
eight different departments annually 
spend considerable sums on projects 
which are little better than tentative. 
The war department undoubtedly 
does, to discover, -perchance, apter 
{pcilities for the defense of this na- 
tion and the destruction of others. 
The agriculturc!] department !s a nota- 
ble instance. The navy department, 
with its yearly appropriation for ex- 
perimental submarine craft and heavy 
ordnance, is another. Straight on 
through the official catalogue we find 
the same spirit of friendly and ration- 
al encouragement on the part of fed- 
eral authority of study and. research, 
even tq that abstruse branch which 
Supports the present famous “poison 
class.” 

Why men should constantly vote 
and plot for the furthering of these 
appropriations and not for the equally 
laudable endeavor in the unconquered 
field of aeronautics. is bewildering. 
It is a part of the policy of every pro- 
gressive European government to fos- 
ter the efforts of inventors and stu- 
dents along this line, the respective 
ministers realizing that at almost any 
time may be expected the solution of 
the problem which for centuries has 
been perturbing the practical and sc!- 
entific wor.d. They are further aware 
that when this day arrives, the nation 
with a superior equipment will vastly 
handicap the less intelligent powers— 
a fact which bodes much in this day, 
where international rivalry is at the 
white heat of intensity, 

Furthermore, it is reasonably cer- 
tain that had the Langley creation 
floated on the air instead of the water, 
his present detractors would: be his 
strongest advocates. That is one of 
the weakest points of your ultra prac- 
ticalist. His imagination is not suffi- 
ciently vivid to make allowance for 
the well known fact that success 
ccmes only through failure. 

‘Instead of censuring Langley, he 
spould be commended for his persist- 
ence. Certainly the disappointment 
which has twice been doled out musi 
pain him infinitely more than it dis- 
gusts the public. This much also is 
certain—his rivals, while they may 
have made a showing a trifle more 
spectacular, have advanced no nearer 
than he to the construction of a device 
which meets the requirements of a 
flying machine in actual use. The pro- 
fessor deserves sympathetic support 
rather than ridicule, and we yet look 
to see the knowing scoffers con- 
founded.

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Surviving Lieutenant Generals, 

The passing away of General Long- 
street, followed so abruptly by the 
death of General Gordon, has aroused 
considerable discussion as to the num- 
ber of remaining officers of high rank 
who served in the troublous days of 
the ’60s. 

Though the number of those who il- 
lustrated southern valor on sanguin- 
ary fields during this greatest of mod- 
ern dramas is gradually and irrecover- 
ably dwindling and the ranks of the 
heroic survivors growing pathetically 
thinner as the grizzled veterans drop 
out, leaving gaps that can never be 
closed in obedience to any earthly 
command, there still remain many 
who luminously exemplified the patri- 
otism of those regrettable times that 
witnessed such sweeping carnage and 
fell destruction. 

Of the lieutenant generals of the con- 
federacy four remain—Stephen D. Lee, 
of Mississippi, who is now 70 years of 
age; Simon Bolivar Buckner, of Ken- 
tucky, now in his 80th year; A. P. 
Stewart, of Chattanooga, who is 82, 
and Joe Wheeler, who is 67. There 
are a number of living major generals, 
ranging between the venerable ages 
of General Hoke, who is 66, to Gen- 
eral French, now in his 85th year. 
The list compiled in 1900 showed the 
following to be then living who held 
the rank of major general at the close 
of the war: William B. Bate, Tennes- 
see; M. C. Butler, South Carolina; 
John H. Forny, Alabama; S. G. 
French, Figrida; Thomas J. Churchill, 
Arkansas; ‘Robert F. Hoke, North Car- 
olina; E. M. Law, Florida; G. W. Cus- 
tis Lee, Virginia; L. L. Lomax, Wash- 
ington, D. C.; Fitzhugh Lee, Virginia; 
Matt W. Ransom, North Carolina, and 
F. T. Rosser, Virginia. Since then 
this list has been reduced. 

The appointments of both General 
Wheeler and Genéral Gordon to the 
position of lieutenant | general were. 
made during the last few weeks of the 


war, General Gordon being the _ 


confederate officer to receive this dis- 
‘tinction... The formal confirmation of 
these appointments by the confederate 
senate was never accomplished. Both 
men, however, have since the war 
been universally accorded the dignity 
of the rank to which they had been 
raised and their occupancy of this 
position has always been as secure 
and generally recognized as though 
they had rece.ved the inevitable in- 
dorsement of the senate, bound in red 
tape and adorned with impressive

diers still able to answer the roll cal} 
at reunions, Generals Maney, Jackson 
and Speed having surrendered to the 
grim reaper during the past four 
years. a«uleutenant General Wade 
Hampton, of knightly memory, is also 
among the distinguished heroes of the 
Icst cause who have recently gone to 
bivouac on the other side. 

Though forty years of change and 
progress roll between this happy day 
and the grim surrender at Appomat- 
tox, and though the south has accept- 
ed jong since that historic verdict, 
she yet cherishes in fondest memory 
the brave deeds of her sons who then 
defended her integrity and many of 
whom have since shed dazzling luster 
upon the arms of the republic, Though 
the peace has come for which Lee 
prayed and Grant so earnestly de- 
sired, the south can and does, with 
perfect loyalty and noble patriotism, 
do honor .o the soldiers of America 
who then argued with grape snot and 
canister the proper interpretation of a 
national instrument. 

All honor to the surviving confed- 
erate soldiers. The nation has no 
more devoted and self-sacrificing de- 
fenders than they.

The woman who offered her 
daughter for sale in a barroom was a 
poor degraded creature who had proba- 
bly never had a good influence enter into 
her life. But the women who offer their 
daughters for sale in drawifig rooms are 
women of wealth, or undisputed refine- 
ment, who are counted good mothers, 
as fashionable mothers And yet io 
satisfy their ambition they will sell their 
daughters to men who they know are 
morally and physically unfit to marry de- 
cent girls. [I think that there is more 
to be said on the side of the wretched 
drunkard, for she had the excuse of her 
degradation, while those fashionable 
mothers have no excuse at all. The un- 
natura] conduct, I unhesitatingly declare, 
comes from the Englishization oi their 
ideas. English women are so used to 
ma s of convenience, from royalty 
down, that they think nothing of it, in 
fact, they regard it as the common-sense 
thing, and an English mother loves 
American dollars as dearly as an Amer- 
ican mother loves an English title. 

American women for the most part lived 
simple Christian lives until they came 
into relations with FEengish society.

Altogether it has been really gratifying 
to us that such little complaint has 
been heard and the complaint lodged is 
from a source entirely misinformed. 

“The work of selecting a uniform syé- 
tem of text-books was not only a deli- 
cate, but a most laborious task.* The 
commission spent weeks, nearly months, 
fn this work, imposed upon them by the 
legislature and by virtue of their several 
Offices, The work has been faithfully, 
conscientiously, and we think wisely per- 

- Georgia has the best system of 
books and the cheapest of any state in 
the union. We followed, as a rule, in 
®ur adoption the report of the subcom- 
mission, composed of eminent educators. 
The law under which we acted directed 
that we should give their report due 
Weight and consideration.

WIDOW FIGHTS 
AGAINST BRYAN 


Mrs, Bennett Objects to Ne- 
braskan as Executor of 
Husband’s Will. 


New Haven, Conn., January 12.—After 
the hearing of an application for the re- 
moval of W. J. Bryan as executor of the 
will of the late Philo 8S. Bennett, held in 
the probate court today, the decision was 
reserved the dourt directing counsel 
on both sides to reduce their arguments 
to writing. Mr. Bryan was not present, 
having left here for Washington last 
night. 

The application for his removal is 
brought by the widow of the testator, the 
principal grounds alleged bejng that Mr. 
Bryan ig a contestant of the will and 
therefore unfitted to act as executor and 
that in appealing from a decision of the 
probate court regarding the sealed ietter 
mentioned in the will he is making ex- 
pense for the estate and wasting its 
funds, 

The sealed letter referred to was one 
giving $50,000 to Mr. Bryan and family, 
and this letter was not admitted by the 
court as a part of the will. 

Counsel for Mr. Bryan denied that the 
latter’s position was antagonistic to the 
estate or that he was attempting to 
charge to the estate the expense of pros- 
ecuting the appeal. 

“Should the letter which thig court de- 
nied to be a part of the will be admitted 
as such on appeal, the position of this 
court would be pecullar,’’ said Mr. Hewitt, 
‘if meanwhile Mr. Bryan is removed,” 

Mrs, Benneétt’s cotinsel argued that by 
taking office as executor after the court 
decided against him in the $50,000 be- 
quest, Mr. Bryan became an active trus- 
tee under the wil] but elected to serve 
himself.

Grand Jury Calls Meeting 
«To Discuss Road 
Work. 


The grand jury met yesterday morning. 
for the purpose of considering the reports 


_of the different committees and consult- 
ing on the justice court investigation. 

A public meeting will be held on Satur- 
Gay morning in the {Interests of good 
roads in the county. To this open meet- 
ing have been invited the district road 
commissioners, forty in number, the 
fourteen road overseers, the members of 
the legislature for Fulton courty, the 
members of the Piedmont Driving Club. 
the board of county commissioners, Cap- 
tain Donaldson, superintendent of the 
public works: every one interested in 
bicycle and automobile riding, Professor 
Strahan, professor of civil engineering fn 
the University of Georgia, at Athens, and 
every one else interested in good roads. 

All these different officials and citizens 
will meet with the members of the grand 
jury and discuss the best method for 
obtaining good roads by the best use of 
the money and the labor given by the 
citizens for this purpose. It is belleved 
that many interesting facts will be 
brought out at this session, 

As it is at present, the residents of 
each district are called out at certain 
times of the year by the district road 
commissioners, and under the supervision 
of a road overseer repair the roads and 
put them in the best possible condition. 
But when they have finished the roads 
in their district they stop work, and the 
.men in the next district carry it on, As 
it is under this arrangement, it is {m- 
possible to obtain harmonious work or 
to get the best results. 

In ‘one district the overseer may be 
slack and require little work of his men, 
and in another district better work will 
be done. Thus there is often a difference 
in the kind of roads in different parts of 
the county. Then, too, the labor is in- 
experienced and often a great part of 


the workmen are boys who ate just be- | 


ginning this work, 

Different members of the grand jury 
are of the opinion that it would be better 
to let the residents of the county pay a 
commutation tax and put the work under 
the control of a road commissioner, In 
this way they believe that skilled and ex- 
perienced labor can be obtained and 
harmonious work done. 


In the criminal branch of the superior 
court, Judge Roan refused to entertain 
the extraordinary motion filed by 8. C. 
Crane, the attorney for John Harris, and 
did not grant the necessary rule nisi.

HE MADE MONEY BY MURDEBR. 


That Charge Is Lodged Against Leon 
Soeder. 

San Francisco, January !2.—Leon Soe-

the young German whose lifeless body 
‘wae found at the base of a high cliff in 
this city, has been arrested upon suspicion 
of having committed the murder. 

At present the evidence against Soeder 
is circumstantial, but it has been ascer- 
tained that within a month he has in- 
duced Blaise to take out two insurance 
policies on his life, one for $3,000 with 
Mrs. Blaise as beneficiary, and another 
for $3,000 accident insurance which 
Names Soeder as beneficiary. When Soe- 
der was arrested and searched at the city 
prison the pclicies on the life of Blaise 
were found in his pocket. 

It is now claimed that the prisoner’s 
wife, on whose life he held insurance, 
died at Petaluma, Cal., under strange cir- 
cumstances and the detectives here are 
now positive in their assertions that they 
have the murderer of Blaise.

whom the legal right of action existed, 
brought suit for the use of others, who 
were not named in the petition, but 
merely indicateg therein by reference to 
a designated decree of the court, and the 
defendant demurred to the petition upon 
the ground that the names of the usees 
did not appear therein and no copy of 
the decree referred to was attached there- 
to, the overruling of the demurrer, if 
erroneous, was rendered harmless when 
the plaintiff, during the trial, amendel 
the petition by inserting therein the 
names of the usees. 

2. As the petition stated a cause of 
action in the plaintiff against the de- 
fendants, an objection to such qn amend- 
ment on the ground that there was not 
enough in the petition to amend by was 
without merit. 

The unanimous decision of this court 
upon a question of law arising upon a 
given state of facts is, until reviewed 
and. overruled, a precedent which must 
be followed in any subsequent case in 
which the same question its raised upon 
the same state of facts. The present 
case being a suit upon a receiver’s bond, 
by the obligee therein against the prin- 
cipal and surety, and the surety having

Lamar, J.—Re@&l estate of a husband, 
set apart as a homestead, was levied on 
and sokd. The purchager at the sheriff's 
sale conveyed the land to the wife, a ben- 
eficiary under the homestead. She bor- 
rowed a thousand dollars and secured the 
same by a deed to the land, which was 
signed by her husband, acting as her 
agent. The holder of the security deed 
brought ejectment against the wife, and, 
having recovered a verdict, obtained a 
writ of possession. The husband, for 
himself and as the head of a family, 
sought a perpetual injunction against its 
enforcement. The jury found generally 
for the plaintiff. Held: 

1. While the verdict was right in en- 
joining any interference with the home- 
stead estate, it was too broad in that it 
restrained the creditors from enforcing 
the writ after the termination of the 
homestead. 

2. Where one as agent for another signs 
a deed conveying property, he is estopped 
from thereafter assei\Sig against the 
grantee any adverse right based on a title 
or interest outstanding in such agent at 
the time of the execution of the deed. 

3. What one induces another to regard 
as true Is to be treated as the truth be- 
tween them, if the party who acts has 
been misled to his damage by the con- 
duct or statements of the other. 

Judgment reversed.

Arbitration Treaty. - 


Washington, January !2.—A conference 
called to form a basis for an arbitration 
treaty between the United States and 
Great Britain and for extension of arbi- 
tration throughout the world was held 
in this city today. There was a notablis 
array of speakers present, the messages 
of indorsement were received from many 
oTiers, including the governor of Cali- 
fornia, the mayors of New York, Boston 
and Baltimore, and John Mitchell, presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers. 

The meeting was held in the new Wil- 
lard hotel and was attended by Andrew 


Carnegie, éx-Senator Gray, of Delaware, 


now circuit court judge; Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Nelson A. Miles, President David 
Starr Jordan, of Stanford university; ex- 
Secretary of State John W. Foster, James 
Cardinal Gibbons, Francis Lynde Stetson, 
of New York; Robert Treat Payne, of 
Boston, president of the American Peace 
Scciety, and others. ©€x-Secretary Fos- 
ter was chosen president ang Thomas 
Nelson Page secretary. 

Mr. Foster reviewed the previous ar- 
bitration movement and said that no 
question can hereafter arise between the 
United States and Great Britain which 
will more seriously invulive the territorial 
integrity, the honor of the nation, its 
vital interests or importance than those 
which already have been submitted to 
arbitration without serfous injury to our 
interests. He said there never was a 
time when the two countries were more 
closely united, 

President Foster announced the com- 
mittee on resolutions. It includes Judge 
Gray, Wayne MacVeagh, Professor John 
B. Moore, of Columbia, N. C.: A. C. Har- 
ris, Indianapolis, ex-minister to Austria; 
Horace Davis, of San Francisco: Senator 
Strauss, New York, ex-minister to Tuar- 
key; William Wimberly, Detroit, ex-mIn- 
ister to Belgium, and Francis L.. Stetson, 
New York. 

A message was received from Mayor 
McClellan, of New- York, who expressed 
regret that press of public business kept 
him away. 

Addresses in advocacy of international 
arbitration were made by President Jor- 
dan, of Stanford university; Frederick 
W. Seward, New York: Stuyvesant Fish, 
New York; Thomas Barclay, of London, 
and President Gompers, of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

After making the conference perma- 
nent, the committee on resolutions made 
& report which was immediately adopted. 
After setting forth that the government 
of the United States, in view of its posi- 
tion and of the great results accomplished 
by means of arbitration, should conti:ue 
to further and support every movement 
by peaceful means for the reign of law 
and justice among nations, the Tresolu- 
tion reads: 

“Resolved, That it recommends to our 
government to endeavor to enter into a 
treaty with great Britain to submit to 
arbitration by the permanent. court at 
The Hague, or, in default of such submis- 
sion, by some tribunal specialiy consti- 
tuted for the case, all differences which 
they may fail to adjust by diplomatic ne- 
gotiation. 

“Resolved, That the two governmenis 
should agree not to resort i any case 
to hostile measures of any deStription till 
an effort has been made to settle any 
matter in dispute by submitting the same 
either to the permanent court at The 
Hague or to a commission composed of 
an egual number of persons from each 
country of recognized competence in ques- 
tions of international law. It is further 
resolved that our government should 
enter into treaties with the same effect 
as soon as practicable with other pow- 


ers.”’ 
Letter from Cleveland. 

Committees were @ppointed to present 
the resolutions adopted 4arlier in the day 
to President Roosevelt and to congress. 
The following letter was received from 
former President Cleveland: 

“T have received through Mr. Strauss 
your very courteous invitation to attend 
the arbitration conference to be held on 
the 12th of January next, and to preside 
On that occesion. 

“T cannot say to you how much I am 
interested in the object which the con- 
ference has in view, and which the con- 
templated meeting is called to further. 
And yet, much to my regret, I am obliged 
to say in response to-your invitation that 
engagements already made and an un- 
usual pressure Of work will prevent my 
attending the meeting. \ 

“Thanking you for the cordial{ty of your 
invitation, I am vours very truly, 

“GROVER CLEVELAND.” 

A mass meeting was held under the 
auspices of the national] conference at the 
Lafayette theater late this afternoon. 
General Foster presidéd and a.number 
of rotable speakers, including Andrew 
Carnegie and Cardigal Gibbons, occupied 
the platform. The resolutions adopted by 
the conference were read and with a re- 
sounding chorus of ayes the audience 
voted its approval. 

Cardinal Gibbons then spoke, “It is a 
matter of the greatest interest to every 
American citizen and to every lover of hu- 
manity,’ said he. ‘‘that things are being 
done to establish universal arbitration 
in the world, not onl) between the great 
and. powerful nations, who might ‘hesi- 
tate because Of the consequ@nces, to go 
to war with one another, but also in fa- 
vor of the weaker and smaller nations in 
the face of the great and powerful. I hope 
for the time when al] disputes between 
nations will be settled by means of arbi- 
tration, and that this will appeal @svecial- 
ly to the sma}!l and weak. I hane and 
pray for the day when the gospel of 
peace will reign supreme in the world 
and when internatiogal disputes shall be 
settled, not on the field of battle, in 
sanguinary conflicts, but in tJe halls of 
legislation by wisg men who have given 
profound study to international ques- 


tions.”’ 
Miles end Hale Speak. 

Lieutenant Nelson Miles and Dr. Ead- 
ward Everett Hale earnestl@ voiced their 
sympathy with the work. The Rev. Joseph 
Silverman, of Temple Emanuel, New 
oYrx city, spoke of the reneral trend to- 
ward arbitration. ‘‘There is some justifi- 
cation,” he sajd, “however, for impugning 
the motives of a man who advises peace 
on the one hand and permits thousands of 
his subjects to be butchered on the other 
hand. As long as the world is armed to 
the teeth, as long as nations will have 
large standing armies and navies, arbi- 
tration will not be enough, and nations 
will find some way to evade the decision 
arrived at by arbitration.” 

Mr. Carnegi> was ixvtroduced as “the 
great apostle of arbitration and peace.”’ 
He recalled that it was eighteen years 
ago when he first appeared jn Washing- 
ton to urge arbitration.

Jury Has Been Secured and the Trial 
of the Alleged Postal Grafters 
Begins in Earnest — Two 
Points Scored by the 
Government. 


Washington, January 12.—The trial of 
August W. Machen, the Groff Bros. and 
Dr. and Mrs. George E. Lorens, for 
complicity in the peostal.frauds, began in 
earnest today. At the outset the gov- 
ernment scored two points, when Justice 
Pritchard refused to make a rule re- 
quiring the district attorney to select 
the specific count of the indictment un- 
der which the defendants would be tried, 
and also when he permitted certain post- 
office inspectors to remain.in court af- 
ter the other witnesses had been required 
to retire. Six witnesses were examined 
all of them in the employ of the post- 
office department. Except in the case 
of Witness Howley, chief. clerk of the 
office of the first assistant, postmaster 
general, the testimony was devoid of any 
feature. 

Conspicuous among those in court was 
Perry 8S. Heath, summoned as govern- 
ment witness. ) 

Following the swearing in of the jury 
counsel for the defendant moved that the 
government elect on which .count the 
trial would proceed, District Attorney 
Beach opposed the motion on the ground 
that the government was not required

Judge Pritchard said he would not-rule 
on this point until after the evidence 
was in.

The prin- 
cipal offices of the city and the stores 
of the leading merchants’ ‘of the city 
will be closed during the hours of the 
funeral services. Many .offices will be 
closed throughout the day 

In fact in every department of city life 
honor will be shown to the dead. In 
the courts prosecutor and prosecuted will 
have a brief breathing spell, as every 
court in the city will be closed in honor 
of his memory. 

Judge Lumpkin announced yesterday 
morning that the superior court will be 
closed all day amd that no. cases will be 
tried. In the criminal branch of the su- 
perior court last Monday Lowry Arnold 
asked Judge Roan to adjourn in honor 
of Gordon and also to allow the lawyers 
to attend the funeral services. 

Judge Reid's court, the city court, will 
also be closed through the day and so 
will the city criminal ccurt, Judge Cab 
houn presiding.

GENERAL GORDON’S MARCH 
FROM THE SEA TO ATLANTA 


The march from the sea to Atlanta, the 
march of sorrow, with the spirit of Gen- 
eral John B. Gordon still in command, 
began yesterday and following in the 
train. were the hearts of the thousands 
and the grief of all. 

The nation mourns, the southland weeps, 
while Georgia so pardonably proud of 
her great contribution to the world, trem- 
bles with a veritable mother’s deepest 
emotion. : 

Lee, Jackson, Johnson, Hampton, Long- 
street, Gordon. These all are gone, but 
rising like a tower their children shall 
behold the fame of each and every man 
and know that they who sleep, sleep 
not in vain for they have left behind a 
glorious heritage that must ever live in 
a cause which in the very losing glorified 
defeat into the highest attributes of 
honor, valor and sacrifice. 

They are still the army of the west, 
the department of the south and the army 
of northern Virginia. But the formation 
is sadly changed within the forty years. 
File closers once separated by a com- 
pany front now stand shoulder to should- 
er. Whole regiments have been mus- 
tered out by that great offfcer, Death, 
and the hour rapidly approaches when 
all the armies mobilized beneath’ the 
Stars and Bars can only number 4@ cor- 
poral’s guard. 

And greatest of those who lived to wel- 
come in this present year of a reunited 
union, was Gordon—Georgia’s Gordon. 

Strange and beautiful beyond the de- 
scribing is this great procession that is 
winding its way from the sea to Atlanta. 
In every city, town and tiny hamlet along 
the way gather crowds to do honor to 
him who sleeps. There is the hushed 
sobbing of brave old soldiers, men wh? 
have followed their general with 
a devotion that knew no _ bounds; 
women of the southland who re- 
mained at home to bear the 
cares and sorrows that required an even 
higher courage than that of the battle- 
field, fheir children who have known 
blessings such as belong to only those 
who were born of men, who, like Gordon, 
risked their all in the defense of prin- 
ciples that were more sacred as their 
duty than the love and comfort of their 
firesides. And above all these who come 
to do him homage, there fs the hush of 
omnipresent quiet as if for fear of wak- 
ing him who sleeps from the long rest 
he has so richly earned. 

John B. Gordon is not dead. His spirit 
still lives on and on in the never-dying 
inspiration that still breathes from the 
furled old battle flags that are bearing 
him on To his last resting place. 

And beautiful it is to record that he 
who waited so patiently and fought so 
bravely that those whom he loved might 
rest now sleeps awhile. But coming gen- 
erations shall revere his fame, this earn- 
est, brave, far-seeing man, whose valor 
never feared severest test, whose every 
thought was for the best of those he 
loved, whose highest hope and cherished 
aim of seeing reunited once again the 
foes and friends of one dark hour was 
not denied 

For us who are left behind we cannot 
but mourn this separation for awhile. 
But for all those who followed. where he 
led, the sun is fast sinking to a close 
that will welcome in the day when they 


too shall follow his brave spirit with 
those already “marched on before."’ And 
if the sorrow is most keen just now, those 
who loved him most can but look with 
deeper and higher hopes to that great 
Reunion where, in following one flag of 
everlasting truce, there can be no parting; 
Gordon has but passed on to his beloved 
Lee, and with the immortal “Stonewall’’ 
Jackson, “crossed over the river to rest 
beneath the shade of the green trees.” 

So very, very many of that great army 
of noble defenders have marched to their 
last reward that if it but accentuates the 
lonesofneness of those left behind, it pro- 
vides a waiting welcome in the great be- 
yond that must most surely destroy the 
bitter sting of death and rob the grave 
of all its temporary victory. 

Nearer and nearer comes this sad pro- 
cession, sweetly sad in memories 
where pride of all that was true and 
brave and good must ever overbalance the 
scales against the sorrow of separation 
among all those who make the rank and 
file of this great army of peace. 

And there is no questioning that of all 
those who compose this last great proces- 
sion, first and foremost in the hearts of 
all Dixie are the wearers of the gray, 
many of whom are still trying so vali- 
antly to bring infirmities of old age or 
il] health subjugated to the spirit that 
still catries them on with the stronger 
of their comrades, while here and there 
the owner of some stout cane or crutch 
struggles with one sound leg to keep 
step to the muffled music. 

The same spirit it is that hurled. these 
same soldiers on to victory where their 
loved and gallant Gordon led the way. 
The same spirit ft is that lived at Manas- 
sas: that defended the valley of the Shen- 
andoah until the river ran red with the 
blood of the truest and bravest. The 
same spirit that fought against over- 
whelming odds for the preservation of 
the dearly loved green fields of Georgia. 
It ts the same spirit that carried brave 
men with this same GorJon fn the retreat 
from Gettysburg where the high tide of 
the confederacy was reached at such 
awful cost. 

It is the same spirit that still breathes 
a blessing in the tattered shreds of the 
old battle flags, a one-time veritable for- 
est of banners that has been hewn down 
in victories and defeats to tiny groves 
of Star-Barred emblems that may yet 
be seen wherever there are confederate 
veteran camps. 

Again and again have these battle flags 
been brought to greet once more the love 
ing general that they might wave one» 
more beneath the shadow of all that was 
mortal of the one-time intrepid leader. 

Nearer and nearer draws the proces- 
sion. Up from the palmettos of Florida 
and across the old red hills of Georgia 
winds the cortege. 

It is the march from the sea to Atlanta. 

And where once this line of march left 
in its wake the rapine, plunder and dearth 
of war there is now only the sorrow, 
suffering and sadness that is the hon- 
orable price of consecrated peace. 

It is beautiful, this inspiring contrast. 

And it marks the last home-coming of 
John B. Gordon, whose body today is 
resting in the halls of the capitol of the 
state he so bravely defended, so patrioti- 
cally represented.

This action 
on the part of the new commander of 
the gulf is sure to be greatly appreciated 
in that it bears out in a beautifully prac-

@ay while he was here a week or two 
@go regarding the deep feeling he had 
for the people of Atlanta and the way 
in which he was entertained here as a 
guest during the exposition in 1895. It 
was also reported last night that he had 
gent word to the members of his staff tb 
report in Atlanta in time to attend the 
funeral services in a body if it was pos- 


sible. 

Colonel Anderson will have entire 
charge of the military feature of the 
demonstration in honor of General Gor- 
don, both dn the funeral procession and 
the guard duty during the two days in 
which the body will lie in state in this 


city. 

When the funeral train arrives this 
Morning Colonel Anderson wil] be pres- 
ent at the depot to aid in the formation 
of the escort which will accompany the 
remains to. the capitol, Company C, of 
the Fifth regiment, under the command 
of Captain George Summers, has been 
detailed by Colone] Anderson as the mil- 
ftary escort from the depot to the cap- 


itol. 
Detail of Guards. 

As soon as the catafalque has been ar- 
ranged in the capitol rotunda, the de- 
tails df militia guards will go on duty. 
Each company of the Fifth regiment 
has been directed to detail eight privates 
and a non-commissioned officer for this 


guard duty. 

These squads of men will be on duty, 
releiving each other at intervals of four 
adn one-half-hours day and night. Two 
men from every squad on duty will be 
placed at each of the four entrances to 
the rotunda, with the noncommissioned 
officers in immediate command of the 
squad, though two captains have been 
detailed by General Anderson as com- 
manders of this guard. 

Captain O. H. Hall, of Company B, 
wil] be in command of the military guard 
in the rotunda from the time the body 
arrives until] !0 o’clock tonight, when 
Captain L. D. White, of Company L, will 
relieve him and remain in command until 
the body is taken from the capitol for 
the services in the church. 

On Thursday Company D, under theo 
command of Captain F. M. Hadley, will 
be put on duty in the corridors of the 
capitol to keep the crowds back during 
the removal of the body.

OF GORDON’S PERSONALITY 


TNERAL GORDON’S great love for 
(3 the people of his section is beau- 
tifully illustrated in a story that 

was told yesterday in Atlanta. 
It happened many years ago, now, but 
it still retains the flavor of his uniqus 
personality, and it is absolutely true. 


-Many of those who took part tn the in- 


cidents narrated are living in Atlanta to- 
day and they remember the whole oc- 
currence as though it had taken place 
yesterday. 

Older inhabitants will recollect that 


shortly after the war a hegro was de- 
clared elected United States senator from 
one of the southern states. His elec- 
tion was, of course, one of those that 
were conducted by federal soldiers under 
the direction of carpet baggers and scala- 
wags who did not hesitate to count bul- 
lots exactly as they were needed. 

The matter had passed out of the juris- 


| @iction of the state courts and had been 


' 


carried to the senate of the United States, 
where the democrats, mostly southerners, 
were resisting the seating of the ex-slave 
to the utmost of their power. 

General Gordon at that time was called 
to Georgia on a matter of the greatest 
importance locally, and could not be 
In his seat in the senate. Before leav- 
ing, however, he had paired with Sen- 
ator Hawley, of Connecticut, one of the 
most upright and honorable men who 
ever represented that state in the federal 
congress In either branch. When General 
Hawley made a compact it required no 
bond other than his word to make it good 
as gold, and in this instance he meant 
exactly what he had promised. 

South on the Qui Vive. 

The time for the senate to pass upon 
the credentials of the African arrived 
and the entire country was on the qui 
vive to ascertain the result, It was the 
first time a negro had ever been named 
for such an important office since the 
organization of the government, and re- 
publicans and dempcrats alike felt the 
greatest curiosity to see what would hap- 
pen when the question of his swearing-in 
came before the august body which had 
never Known what it was to have a black 
face aS an equal in their deliberations. 

On that particular night The Constitu- 
tion had arranged to -notify the people 


of Atlanta from moment to moment the 
precise status of the voting and discus- 
sion in the senate chamber, and there 
was a large crowd collected at the build- 
ing to read the bulletins as they were 
issued. 

Interest was intense and whenever one 
of the iittle yellow slips was brought. 
down stairs there was a stir that echoed 
through the corridors like the murmur of 
the breakers on some 
coast. 

Gordon Joins the Crowd. 

Among those who had assembled was 
General John B..Gordon. His arrival was

doffing his silk hat, the hero of a hun- 
dred bloody fights made his way through 
the throng and up to the foot of the 
staircase and took his seat to await the 
news. 

He had said all that he knew about the 
subject before leaving Washington, and 
having paired with a good man, he 
waited the result with the consciousness 
of duty wel] done. e 

Soon after his arrival, one of the men 
of the paper who was a close friend of 
the general—he was the night editor at 
that time—noticed his stalwart form sit- 
ting in the hallway below, and it occurred 
to him that it was a fine time to play a 
practical joke on General Gordon. To 
think was to execute, in his nature, train- 
ed as he was to act quickly in emer- 
gencies. Rushing back into the telegraph 
room of the paper, he seized a telegraph 
blank and wrote rapidly: 

“The contest is ended, and the brother 
in black is seated. When the name of 
General Hawley, of Connecticut, was 
called he rose in his place and voted aye, 
electing the negro by one vote.” 

With this fake telegram in his hand, 
he rushed down the stairs and tossed the 
slip into General Gordon's lap. The gen- 
eral slowly placed his spectacles on his 
nose and read the words. ‘The effect was 
electrical. Leaping to his feet. with face 
ashen with anger, General Gordon ex- 
claimed: “Treachery! The infamous 
scoundrel has betrayed me. I would kil) 
him like a dog were he here now! He has 
placed a negro over my people!” 

He was so wrought up that those 
standing near became alarmed for his 
health, and as soon as a messenger could 
be dispatched upstairs another telegram, 
this one containing the truth, was writ- 
ten and sent down. 

In this it was stated that the negro 
had been refused a seat in the scnate 
by one vote @nd that Genera) Hawley 
had not voted at all. 

Waiking rapidly up and down the hal, 
the first telegram in his quivering fingers, 
General Gordon was stopped and the 
eorrect news handed to him. Hastily 
reading it he sank into the nearest seat 
with the exclamation on his lips, ‘“Thank 
God, I couldn't believe it, I couldn’t be- 
lieve it.” 

For more than five minutes he sat 
with his face clasped and hidden in his 
hands. Then he looked up with the smile 
that lighted his noble countenaice even 
in the midst of battle, and tura‘:ng to the 
office boy who had been watching him, 
he said: 

“Go and get a box of cigars “nd give 
one to every man in hefe; it’s my ticat”’ 

His wishes were comipiied with and he 
left the hall a hanvy man. Shoriy afier 
that he made one of the greatest speeches 
ever heard in the halls of the senate 
along the line of keeping the government 
in the hands of those who established it.

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Variety of Subjects Embraced in New 
Bills Introduced in Two Houses 
of Mississip i Legislature. 
Many Amendments 
in Evidence. 


Jackson, Miss., January !2.—(Special.) 


‘The standing committees of the legisla- 


ture have been announced and both 
houses will now settle down to active 
business. The coming days of the ses- 
sion will be replete with the routine 
@rind, and at the very outset the com- 
mittees have much work before thcm, At 
yesterday's session forty-five bills were 
introduced in the house and twenty-two 
in the senate, making a total of ninety- 
Seven measures that have been offered 
up-to date. 

Announcements of hours of assembly 
for the various committees were made 
by the chairmen today, and night ses- 
Sions will be held by the most important 
bodies until ‘they get proposed Iegisia- 
tion whipped into tangible shape. Owing 
to the large number of bills offered cov- 
ering the same subjects it will be neces- 
Sary in many instances to form compos- 
ite measures for favorable report. 

Careful consideration was given the 
@blest members in forming the commit- 
tees, and a pleasing feature of the house 
list is the recognition accorded Hon. 8. 
M. Smith, of Holmes, who was the chief 
Opponent of Hon. E. N. Thomas for the 
Speakership, and the members are much 
gratified that the contest engendered no 
personal feelings, as Mr. Smith is one 
of the ablest members of the body. 

To Reduce School] Fund. 

Of the forty-five bills introduted in the 

lower house yesterday, seven seek to 


‘make appropriations for the support of 


the common schools, and it appears from 
the tenor of these measures that a fight 
is to be made to secure a reduction of 
the annual appropriation of $1,250,000 
for this purpose. The amounts proposed 
in these seven bills vary from $600,000 
to $1,600,000, but the majority of them 
are for sums less than $1,000,000. 

The educational leaders express no 
fear, however. that the annual appro- 
priation will be meduced, but on the con- 
trary have set about to secure an en- 
largement of the public school facilities, 
one step in which was the introduction 
of a bill by Mr. Barber to establish a 
norma] training school for teachers, and 
@ppropriating $90,000 for the erection 
and equipment of buildings and mainte- 
nance for the first year. 

Another educational movement of much 
interest is the five bills offered In the 
two bodies providing for a uniform sys- 
tem of text-books and creating a com- 
mission for this purpose. A scrutiny of 
the measures shows that they are very 
similar. in their general provisions, and 
the two houses will doubtless be able to 
agree on ai satisfactory compromise 
measure. 

Primary Election Law. 

The bill introduced in the lower house 
by Mr. Sample, of Holmes, 
the ideas of Hon. E. F. Noel, of Lexing- 
ton, regarding amendments to the pri- 
mary election law, and its course through 
the committees will be narrowly watched. 
After reference to the committee on réeg- 
istration and elections it will go to the 
judiciary committee to be further per- 
fected. 

Mr. Noel is the atitthor of the original 
primary election law and was one of the 
candidates for Governor in the last elec- 
tion. He collaborated with Mr. Sample 
in the preparation of the proposed amend- 
ments. and they are carefully formed In 
accordance with his ideas, which, In 
brief, are to make county ard state pri-

An effort is to be made at this sessian 


tion for ex-confederate pensions, 

is now $250,000 per annum, and two bills

An effort is also in prospect to abolish 
the county boards of pension examinets 
and place the power of passing on ap- 
plications again in ghe hands of the 
board of superviSorgs. It is claimed thas 
the present system. which was adopted 
in 1902, has resulted in too much fayvor- 
itism. 


Many Code Tiiikerers. 

Among the bills introduced up to date 
are no less than a doz:n measures seek- 
ing to amend various sections of the 
annotated code, and it seems that the 
cede tinkerers will vie with the coneti- 
tution tinkerers during the session to 
change thé organic lows. It is perhaps 
well, however, that these proposed amend- 
ments should come in for consideration 
at this time, as the legislature wll ar- 
range before an adjournment for a new 
codification of the laws of the state, and 
all needed changes should be made at 
this session, and thus reduce the size of 
session act volumes for future sessions, 
and the necessity for annctation on the 
newly published codes. 

Will Restrict Cnild Labor. 

No opposition of any nature has thus 
far manifested itself to the proposed re- 
striction of the employment of child la- 
bor in Mississippi, especially In cotton 
factories. 

One bill of thts kind has been offered 
in the house and a similar one in the sen- 
ate, and if a fight ts to be made against 
the passage of either it has not yet as- 
serted itself on the surface, 


Close Fight on Liquor. 

Both prohibitionists and saloonists are 
claiming that they have a majority of 
the committee on liquor traffic in the 
lower house. This committee is com- 
posed of twelve members, and there 
seems to be no certainty as to the rosi- 
tion of one member, who has been quite 
reticent as to his views on constitutional 
prohibition. ’ 

The amendment seeking to abolish sa- 
loons in this state will go to this commit- 
tee, and the persOnne] of the body is 
therefore a subject of much importance. 


Department of Agriculture. 


If the legislature fails to create a de- 
partment of agriculture and bureau of 
vital statistics and immigration, it will 
not be because of a scarcity of bills on 
the subject. 

Three measures of this kind are pend- 
ing, two in the senate and one in the 
house, and others are said to be forth- 
coming. The bills vary but little in their 
principal provisions, and a favorable re- 
port on one of them will practically se- 
cure its passage, without any likelihood 
of joint conference. 

In his biennial message, Governor Lon- 
gino recommended the enactment of laws 
for the protection of birds other than 
game birds at all seasons of the year, and 
it is more than probeble that he will sce 
this wish gratified before the end of the 
season, as two bills covering the subject 
have been introduced. 

Road Laws Not Satisfactory. 

Judging from the disposition to offer 
amendments, the road-working laws of 
Mississipp! are never satisfactory. The 
calendars of both houses will be deluged 
with bills of this kind throughout ithe 
session, and if a proposition to work the 
public roads with convict labor is in- 
jected, the problem promises to become 
quite complicated. In the opinion of a 
majority of the legislators, the public 
roads are bad and the road-working laws 
are worse, and legislation seems to have 
but little effect on the subject. 

Celebrated Case Reversed. 

At its Monday afternoon sitting the 
supreme court reversed the celebrated J. 
J. Harper murder case, appealed from the 
circuit court of Perry county, where it 
was carried on a change of venue from 
Jones county. 

The opinion of the court was an able 
and comprehensive document read by As- 
sociate Justice Jeff Truly, and was re- 
ceived with close interest by the large 
assembly of lawyers in the court room on 
account of the Important legal points in- 
volved and the celebrity attained by the, 
case during the memorable tmal at Hat- 
tiesbure. lasting eight days. 

Harper ts a physician, who was con- 
victed and given a life sentence for being 
an accomplice in the killing of a saw- 


at a lumber camp in Jones county about 
two years ago. The shooting was done by 
a foreman named R. T. McCormick, who, 
according to the testimony of a woman 
who was the only eye witness, was seen 
to fire two shots at Lawrence while he 
was either falling or trying to rise from 
the ground. Dr. Harper had previously 
gone to McCormick, at the instance of 
several women living in the saw-mill 
shacks. and complained that Lawrence 
had heen slipping into their houses and 
stealing various articles. Many of the 
details of the tragedy, both before and 
after the shooting, are quite grewsome. 

Lawrence died on the morning follow- 
ing the shooting, while under the medical 
care of Dr. Harper, and the latter was 
arrested for compHcity In the crime. He 
was defended by some of the ablest law- 
yers in the state. among the number he-. 
ing United States Senator McLaurin. On 
the appeal to the supreme court the de- 
fense set up thirty-five suggestions of 
error. and it was on these that the 
reversal was ordered. In reading the 
opinion of the court, Justice Truly held 
that presence at a killing and silent ap- 
proval thereof. before or after the fatal 
shots are fired, cannot be construed as 
aiding or abetting the crime. 

Dr. Harper is now critically ill at Ellis- 
ville, where he has been confined since 
the trial, and it is understood that an 
effort will be made to secure his release 
on a writ of habeas corpus case, 25S the 
reversal by the supreme court practically 
amounts to an acquittal. 

The supreme court also reversed the 
death sentence case of Tom Brown, @ 
negro, convicted of killing a young white 
man at Winona. and who is now lodgéd 
in the Jackson jail for safe keeping. The 
sheriff of the county had several exciting 
experiences in his effort to keep the negro 
from veing lynched; it being necessary to 
spirtt the prisoner away from several 
places.

One of the most remarkable cases in 
the history of the Atlanta police court 
was devéloped yesterday afternoon when 
Recorder Nash Broyles bound over to the 
superior court on the charge of burglary 
Wilson Duggins, colored, for an attempt 
to kill Mary Motts, colored, a servant in 
the employ of Alderman Hugh T. In- 
man, 242 Peachtree street. 

The charge of burglary is usually cou- 


a house and the theft of some article, 
but in this especial instance the bufglary 
charge is based, not on theft, but on an 
attempt to murder. The evidence showed 
that Duggins had broken open the door 
to the apartments of the Motts woman 
in the rear of Alderman Inman's res- 
idence Sunday night and had rushed at 
her with an open knife. The woman 
seized a revolver from a bureau, it is 
stated, and fired three shots at her as- 
sailant, at which he turned and fled from 
the house. 

The state law provides that burglary 
shall consist of the breaking and enter- 
ing a house with the intention to steal 
or to commit a felony. The attempt of 
Duggins to use his knife on the woman 
constitutes a felony and although he did 
not break into the house with any in- 
tention to steal, he was held to the state 
courts to answer the charge of burglary. 

Police Call Officers Spradlin and Tibbs 
investigated the case Sunday night, but 
could find no trace of Duggins. He was 
afterward arrested by Policeman Sher- 
idan. Judge Broyles assessed a bond of 
$200, in default of which the negro was 
placed in the Tower. No case was made 
against the woman.

First peaceful talk would be heard and 
then Japan would give out what many 
believed to be a bluff. Russia’s guaran- 
tee of treaty rights yesterday was favor- 
able, but Japan’s refuSal to observe 
neutrality in Korea was an offset. Deal- 
ings were highly professional, and while 
the general list seemed to be under some 
pressure, specialties were advanced 
easily. The large interests seem disposed 
to allow the traders to have the market 
for a time in view of the war talk and 
the Northern Securities case, and it will 
now, in our opinion, be best to again 
assume a trading position, with the giv- 
ing of preference to the long side. 
Socalps will be the most profitable. We 
see evidence of excellent accumulation 
in Wabash preferred and Southern Pa- 
cific Money, which govern in the end, is 
giving signs of still greater ease.
